Rationale 

Perhaps no one aspect of man's culture has affected his 
total life-love, family, peace, war - to such an extent as has 
language an all its perspectives. In learning a second system 
of expressing oneself, whether it be the so - called standard 
English, another dialect, or the well-known "foreign language" 
to the American, the same learning skills should be involved 
and the same complete open-mindedness regarding the surrounding 
cultural dimensions must be mantained. Is there a s tanda rd 
language? This question has long been debated in educational 
and linguistic circles. The purpose of this bibliography is to 
point cut different dialect patterns, speech and language needs 
of various sections of these United States. As educators 
become aware of differences in various sub-cultures of the 
students with whom they work, they can better empathize with 
and attend to their needs. 

This is a limited bibliography. Additional sources and 
sample curriculum units are forthcoming. It is hoped that 
teachers and librarians will seek further information within 
their own libraries for developing student activities on lin- 
guistic and cultural diversity.

Carver, George Washington (186^-1 9*»3) Chemurgist

waste products; (3) developing new kinds of plants for 
industrial uses. 

b. Made (I) 300 products from the peanut such as plastics, 
synthetic rubber; (2) 100 products from sweet potatoes; 

(3) 500 shades of dyes; (k) flour, milk, etc., from the 
soybean. 

Drey/, Charles R. 

a. Used sodium citrate to preserve blood. One drawback was that 
it broke down red blood cells from the first week on. It also 
reduced the bloods phagocytic and opsonic powers and affected 
the platelets which affected blood clotting. It had to be 
refrigerated. 

b. He realized that blood plasma had everything in blood except
